vice. As a pedestrian, each 
person has traffic responsibil­ 
ities when he fails to observe 
traffic laws, and can be cited 
for these violations.

(a i Walk. A pedestrian facln 
th? signal may proceed acros 
the roadway in the direction o 
the signal or in a tiagonal d 
rection across the roadwa 
within the intersection if so in 
structed by signs or signals in 
stalled at or near the interse 
tion.

(b) Wait or Don't Walk. N 
pedestrian shall start to cro 
the roadway in the direction 
of such signal, but any pede 
tritn who has partially com 
pitted his crossing on th 
"walk" signal shall proceed 
a sidewalk, safety zone or 
lano while the "wait" or "don 
walk" signal is showing.
